Because of Hie increased amount 
of interurban 
freight 
and express 
business handled

Seymour, the 
Interstate Public Service Company 
is understood to have under consid­ 
eration the construction of a new 
freight house 
in 
this 
city. 
The 
freight department 
at the 
present 
time is located at 
the 
rear of the 
passenger station on 
East Second 
street and is not only inconvenient 
for loading and unloading shipments 
but ig entirely 
too 
small 
for the 
growing volume of business. 
Until 
recently the traction company made 
no effort to expand its freight busi­ 
ness. but during 
the 
last 
two or 
three years more 
ears 
have been 
purchased and an 
effort 
has been 
pat forth 
to increase 
the depart­ 
ment. 
Seymour is a central freight point 
as many shipments 
are 
made here 
over the railroads and then trans­ 
ferred for north or south delivery 
by traction. 
The 
freight 
and ex­ 
press 
direct 
to 
Indianapolis 
or 
Louisrvdie and intervening points in­ 
growing rapidly. 
The purchase of 
th,, road from 
this < ity to Sellers­ 
burg by 
the 
Interstate 
Company 
means that the freight department 
will be given 
even more attention 
than in the past.

It is likely that if 
the company 
decides to build a new freight house 
it will be located somewhere along 
the traction line, instead of/jmlarg- 
ing the 
present quarters. 
Storage 
room is also required* and the com­ 
pany, it is said, expects to build a 
freight house 
that 
will 
meet the 
needs of 
the 
company 
for some 
years to come. 
Several 
sites arc 
under consideration, it is stated, and 
a choice is to be made soon. 
Work 
on the new building will start within 
a few months, it is understood. 
It is rumored in traction circles 
that the Interstate Company expects 
to move some of its general offices to 
this city. 
This is the central point 
between Indiianapolis and Louisville 
and the logical place for the admin­ 
istrative and executive offices. 
It is 
expected that in 
a 
short time the 
transmission line 
from 
the com­ 
pany's power station at Williams to 
this city wall Vie in operation and the 
electrical energy 
for the operation 
of the traction line will be secured 
from the 
hydraulic 
station. 
It is 
said that the voltage on the line that 
extends between Seymour and Indi­ 
anapolis will be 
made to conform 
with that on 
the 
system between 
Seymour and Louisville. 
The latter 
section of the 
traction 
line has a 
voltage of 1,200 
while 
the north 
section is operated on just half that 
current. When that change is made 
all 
the 
cars 
may 
lie 
operated 
through from Indianapolis to Louis­ 
ville. 


W. II. Jennings, superintendent of 
overhead construction, for the Inter­ 
state Public Service Company, was 
here today conferring with the com­ 
mittee in charge of the proposed con­ 
struction of a post lighting system in 
the business district, relative to the 
removal of trolley poles fjrom the 
streets in which the improvement is 
to be made. The committee, of which 
Claude Carter is chairman, outlined 
the plans for the proposed improve­ 
ment and explained what changes will 
be needed so that it can be carried 
out. 
Mr. Jennings said that before the 
trolley poles can be removed a num­ 
ber of conditions would have to lie 
taken in 
consideration. 
Before the 
trolley support wires can be an­ 
chored to the buildings, as proposed 
by the committee, it must first be de­ 
termined how much pull there will be 
on en lh wire and whether or not the 
support will be sufficient to keep the 
trolley wire in place. The committee 
is anxious to have as many of the 
poles removed as possible and if the I 
company feels it necessary to retain 
some jHile- they will probably In* lo*

That the Indiana public service 
commission will soon review the peti­ 
tion of the Seymour Mutual Telephone 
Company for an adjustment of rates 
in this city, is the belief of L. C. 
Griffitts, president, who was notified 
toda^ that the commission had decid­ 
ed to take up each of the rate eases 
separately. 
The commissioners were 
in session yesterday afternoon and 
this morning, it is stated, discussing 
how the matter should be determined 
and shortly before noon reached a de­ 
cision to determine each case on its 
merits. 
The commission had under 
consideration the plan of withdrawing 
all rates instituted under government 
control and to regard them as null and 
void until the cases were heard. 
A dispatch to The Republican from 
Indianapolis this afternoon says; 
“The task of determining what 
rates shall be charged by Indiana 
telephone companies for service as a 
result of the act of congress return­ 
ing the wires to their owners, has 
been started by the public service 
commission, Chairman E. I. Lewis 
stated today. 
Hearing on petitions 
of independent companies will start 
next month and hearings on Bell Tele­ 
phone Company petitions will follow 
thereafter." 
According to the information which 
was received by Mr. Griffitts, from 
Charles Edwards, special representa­ 
tive of the local company, definite de­ 
cision' had been reached.. 
Mr. Grif­ 
fitts said that the Bicknell telephone 
petition which has been pending for 
some time w ill be taken up next week, 
according to information reaching 
bim. 
The local company holds the 
controling interest in the Bicknell 
company. 
Griffitts stated that Mr. Edwards 
informed him that the commission 
had decided to start the investigations 
without delay and to employ addition­ 
al examiners and accountants to go 
over the records and files of the sev 
erai companies wTho instituted higher 
rates under the government regime, 
and prepare far hearings at which 
the rights of the companies will be 
determined. 
The petition of the local company 
for a readjustment of rates was filed 
last October and is one of the oldest 
on file"' before the commission, Mr. 
Griffitts stated. 
The comt.ut'don ex­ 
pects to take up the petitions in the 
ordenthey w’ere filed, it is understood.

El Paso, Tex., August 19—The 
eight American cavalry crossed into 
Mexico belowr Uandelbras early today 
in search of the Mexican bandits who 
released Lieutenants Peterson and 
Davis for a ransom of $15,000.

Col. Langhorne sent the American 
troops across the Mexican line in ac­ 
cordance with his standing orders 
from the war department, authorizing 
such punitive expedition, when he had 
a “hot trail.” 
This was tile ninfh crossing by 
Langhorne^ men after Mexican raid­ 
ers during the past two years. 
There is no undue activity among 
the American armed forces here and 
General Erwin, district commander, 
had received no intimation from Wash­ 
ington that any movement into Mex­ 
ico on a large scale would take place. 
The hunt in the “bad lands” is ex­ 
pected to be over today and the pur­ 
suing troops should be back on the 
American side tonight, according to 
military officials here.

place, last night. 
Capt. Matlack in

the Marfa with the money, carried 
the ransom across the border alone. 
The fivers of the ransom will be re­ 
imbursed by the United State;- gov­ 
ernment, according to word here 
from Major General Hickman, com­ 
manding the southern department.

London.—Eighty United States navy 
mine sweepers are busy in the North 
sea !*< a job almost as dangerous and. 
from the viewpoint of shipping, quite 
as important, as hunting submarines. 
They are clearing away the largest 
mine barrage in the world. This bar­ 
rage, nearly SO per cent American- 
made and 
American-laid 
mines, is 
about 200 miles long and 45 miles 
wide. 
It closes the North sea from 
Scotland to Norway. 
The task has already resulted in 
a casualty toll of four vessels dam­ 
aged, one officer killed 
and 
others 
wounded. The U. S. S. Bobolink, the 
first* victim, had her stern blown in 
by an exploding mine. 
Lieutenant 
Bruce was killed. 
Several other offi­ 
cers and men, knocked overboard, were 
rescued. 
The U. S. S. Patuxent was 
badly damaged about the stern and the 
U. S. S. Rail slightly damaged. 
All 
were of about 1,000 tons. The fourth 
was a smaller boat. 
Captain Sexton, United States na 
val chief of staff in England, said the 
Americans are getting “hep” to the 
undertaking and overcoming many of 
its difficulties. 
Thus far the fleet has covered an 
area containing 4.000 mines. Of these 
45 per cent have been accounted for. 
Where the remaining 65 per cent are 
nobody knows. 
Captain Sexton esti­ 
mated the mine hunt would keep the 
sweepers busy until October or No­ 
vember*. 
It involves a personnel of 
about 2,500. 
When the word was first mouthed 
around through the ranks that Ameri­ 
can gohs were going to pick up th* 
mines they helped to lay a short time 
before, the general opinion was thai 
it would be one of the most thrilling 
Jobs yet. And no one has been disap­ 
pointed. Equipped with maps show­ 
ing approximately where every mine 
was dropped, the flotilla starred out 
In twos, each pair dragging a cable be­ 
tween them. 
Mines Sown in Strings. 
The mines, the map said, were sewn 
in strings. 
All the sweepers had to 
do was to straddle the line, pass from 
one end to the other, and the cable, 
between them, would do the rest. 
Of course, the particular mine in 
question wouldn’t be the only one to go 
off. The concussion would always set 
ufT others immediately adjoining, and 
probably still others adjoining these 
These two exigencies were provided 
for on the map under the titles “zone 
of extreme danger,” “zone of possible 
danger,” and beyond that “zone of 
safety.” In addition, there would be a 
few other mines free-lancing around in 
all three zones. 
The first few days were rather dis­ 
astrous. Captain Sexton and his staff 
in London began to dread opening the 
morning’s dispatches. Gradually, with 
Yankee resourcefulness, the Americans 
seemed to he getting on top of the 
job. until now Captain Sexton is con­ 
fident they an* going to clean up the 
assignment with minimum losses.
